Austrian  silver  issue  wins  international 
Coin  of  the  Year  competition 


An  Austrian  silver  coin  commemorating  book  printing  has  been  named  the  world's  best  coin  among 

1998  issues  by  an  international  panel  of  judges  in  the  2000  Coin  of  the  Year  (COTY)  competition. 

“We  are  just  delighted  and  excited  to  receive  this  high  honor,”  said  Kirsten  F.  Petersen,  Austrian 

Mint  International  Markets  director.  “After  receiving  many  of  the  other  awards  in  past  years,  there  is 
truly  nothing  as  thrilling  as  getting  the  top  award.” 

“It  is  not  easy  to  wing  the  Coin  of  the  Year  Award,’’  said  David  C.  Harper,  World  Coin  News  editor. 
“Austria  can  take  a  justifiable  pride  in  this  accomplishment.  I  offer  the  congratulations  of  not  only 
World  Coin  News,  but  also  those  of  the  Austrian  Mint's  peers  and  other  professionals  in  the  coin  col¬ 
lecting  field  who  did  the  judging  for  this  award.” 

Sponsored  annually  since  1982  by  World  Coin  News  magazine,  the  competition  began  in  summer 

1999  when  a  distinguished  committee  of  numismatists  selected  10  nominees  in  10  categories  from 
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amonu  all  1 998-dated  coins  issued  in  the  world.  A  panel  of  mint  directors,  coin  artists,  numismatists 
and  museum  personnel  then  vote  to  select  the  winners  in  each  category.  From  that  field  of  category 
winners,  the  judges  choose  one  coin  as  the  overall  best  issue. 

The  Austrian  silver  500-schilling  coin  won  first  place  in  the  Best  Silver  Coin  category  in  the  first 
round  of  balloting.  On  the  obverse,  the  coin  depicts  the  interior  of  the  Bibliothek  Admont.  The  reverse 
is  an  image  of  printers  using  a  flat-bed  printing  press. 

Following  are  the  other  category  winners: 

Most  Historically  Significant  Coin:  Portugal’s  copper-nickel  200  escudos  marking  the  500th 
anniversary  of  a  Portuguese  voyage  to  India. 

Best  Contemporary  Event  Com:  Israel’s  silver  two  sheqalim  commemorating  the  50th  anniversary 
of  that  nation’s  independence. 

Best  Gold  Coin:  $250  from  Singapore  marking  the  Year  of  the  Tiger. 

Best  Crown:  Portugal’s  Ocean  Expo,  a  1,000  escudos  in  silver. 

Best  Trade  Coin:  Austrian  50-schilling  celebrating  that  country’s  presidency  of  the  European 
Union. 

Most  Popular  Coin:  Canada’s  silver  dollar  honoring  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police. 

Most  Artistic  Coin:  a  silver  10  diners  from  Andorra  depicting  Europa  driving  a  chariot. 

Most  Inspirational  Coin:  Bosnia’s  silver  14  euro  featuring  a  dove  of  peace. 

Most  Innovative  Coinage  Concept:  a  three-nation,  three-piece  $2  issued  jointly  by  Fiji,  the  Cook 
Islands  and  Western  Samoa. 

Balloting  for  coins  dated  1998  did  not  begin  until  fall  1999  because  some  countries  issue  coins 
dated  from  die  previous  year  after  the  new  year  has  begun.
